congress in respect to legislation on 
the subject, it becomes necessary in 
the public interest to allow a rea- 
sonable time to elapse between the 
issuing of the proclamation and the 
date of its actually taking effect. 
_ “The president is advised that the 
railroads and express companies are 
Not organized to maké it possible 
for them to receive and manage 
their properties if gctually turned 
over to them on December 31, and 
if this were done it would raise 
financial and legal complications of 
@ serious character. 

“The railroad and express compa- 
nies should be given ample oppor- 
tunity to adequately prepare for the 
resumption of their business under 
the control and management of their 
Own stockholders, directors and of- 
mcers. Therefore, the transfer of 
possession back to the railroad com- 
panies will become: effective at 12:01

General Bliss said, despite the de- | 


struction and loss of production 
during the war. He estimated food 
production this year in Europe to 
be between 80 and 83 per cent of 
normal. Interruption of distribu- 


1 tion.and hoarding of excess supplies 


explains the present economic situ- 
ation, in his opinion. 

The morale of the older govern- 
ments in Europe is good without ex- 
ception, General Bliss said, but the 
more recently established nations 
are still far from stable as a result 
of economic ills, described as utter- 
ly unnecessary. France, Great Brit- 
ain and Italy should lend their 
whole support to the coalition idea 
if only for the good which will de- 
volve to themselves, he declared. 

General Bliss suggested that 
“such a man as Herbert Hoover” 
should be named director general of 
supplies for Europe, and that there 
should be appointed with this offi- 
cial another to be director general 
of transportation. Into the common 
pool, under the plan, would be 
placed not only all stores of cereais 
and grains, but coal, petroleum, 
metals and railroad equipment. 

Food in Plenty. 

“There is food in plenty right up 
to the gates of Budapest and Vienna 
and starvation within both cities,” 
General Bliss declared. 

The present government of Ger- 
many, “weak as it is,” represents 
the only hope of the world for the 
early reconstruction of that country, 
in the opinion of the peace commis- 
sioner. 

“If that government falls,” h® 
said, “there can arise only one of 
two extremes—ecither an absolutely 
reactionary government, or what 
would amount to rule by soviet.” 

Tired of War. 

He had seen no official reports 
which indicated a revival of the 
junker domination of Germany, nor 
which bore out the fears expressed 
abroad that Germany would again 
become a menace to world peace. 

“Kurope, as 2a whole, is so tired 
of war,” he said, “that incidents 
which ordinarily might lead to hos- 
tilities will be long overlooked. 
France is so near to Germany that 
a condition which to us might ap- 


pear as trivial to her takes on the 
aspect of threatened invasion.’ 

On the other hand, General Bliss 
said, there has as yet been no de- 
cline in militarism in Europe since 
the war as far as any effect on com- 
batant forces.goes:, Every nation is 
over-armed, hé gaid, largely because 
of the unstable situation of their 
governments and the fear of bolshe-

Commander Cochrane, 
Knowing Little of Motor 
Engines, With Compan- 
ions Seasick, Overcomes 
All Difficulties and Wins 
Freedom.

London, December 24.—(Special.) 
On his first day in office, a few days 
ago, Sir Henry Duke, the new _presi- 
dent of the British prize court here, 


granted a decree ¢tondemning as a 


prize of war the Turkish government 
tug Hertha. And behind this dry

is worth writing home about. 

The Hertha was seized by eight 
ecrawny ragamuffins near Korghos 
island, on the Mediterranean coast 
of Turkey in Asia, about 9:30 o’clock 


“on the moonlit night of September 
' 8, 1918. <The eight ragamuffins were 


British officers who had escaped on 
the night of August 7, 1918, from the 
Turkish prison camp at Yozgad. 
With the sea instinct of English- 
men, they headed for the coast. They 
trekked 330 miles in 32 nights. 
They were scorched by an August 
sun across the Great Salt desert and 
frosted by the August nights of the 
Taurus mountains. They were club- 
bed and shot at by brigands. They 
were emaciated by hunger, thirst 
and exposure. And when they reach- 
the coast their condition was such 
that they were ready to give up to 
the first Turk they met. 

But the stars which have piloted 


80 many escaped officers under so 


many skies during the war, led them 
to’ luck. Twenty-four hours after 
the Hertha, flying the Turkish flag 
forward and the German flag aft, 


,@ropped anchor under their very

noses, they had succeeded in navi- 
gating her to Cyprus and safety. 
Scores of British officers have broken 
prison camps during the war, with 
coast and Cyprus as their objectives. 
But the eight ragamuffins who fell 
upon the anchored Hertha near 
Korghos island are the only ones 
who lived to walk itno the Royal 
Scots mess at Famagusta, and ca)! 
their great adventure done. . 

In point of concentrated hardship, 
their story ranks with the historic 
Odyssey of the landing party from 
the German raider Emden who seiz- 
ed the schooner Ayesha at Cocos is- 
land, in the South Pacific, and finally 
turned up in Berlin. 

Escape of the Eight. 

There were eight in the Hertha’s 
Seven of them ‘were British 
army captains who surrendered at 
Kwvt-el-Amara, in Mesopotamia. The 
eighth. was Commander Archibald 
Dougias Cochrane, R. N., D5. O., 
who’was taken by the Turks from 
ea British submarine in the Sea of 
Marmora. Since a navy commander 
ranks with an army major, Com- 
mander Cochrane was the senior 
ragamuffin. He is a son of the Hon. 
Thémas Horatio Cochrane, who was 
mentioned in dispatches during the 
Boer war, and a nephew of the Ear} 
of Dundonald, who commanded the 
camel corps in the Sudan war of 
1884 and led the advance into Lady- 
smith in the Boer war. His great- 
grandfather was the famous Lord 
Cochrane, tenth Earl of Dundonald, 
whose naval career was a long se- 
ries of brilliant exploits. His vic- 
tory in the Basque Roads dealt a 
crushing blow to Napoleon’s mari- 
time power. His navel daring, while 
fighting for Chili and Peru, has 
made his name a household word in 
South America, and his work in com- 
mand of the Greek navy during the 
country’s struggle for freedom, es- 
tablished the prestige of the name 
of Cochrane in the Mediterranean 
long before Commander Cochrane 
ventured to. thread the Dardanelles 
in a British submarine. 


Before they met Commander Coch- 
rane the seven army officers were 


scheming an escgpe from Changri 
camp, to which they had been taken 


from Kut. They dug a tunnel, which 
failed when it struck wafer. They 
communicated secretly with friends 
in England, planning for a squadron 
of six, Handley-Page aeroplanes to 


lift them out of Changri camp into, 


the blue sky en route to Cyprus; 
but all the Handley-Pages were 
busy elsewhere at the time. When 
the Changri prisoners were moved 
they hid on the roof and tried to 
get themselves left behind; but a 
last-minute roll-call spoiled that. 


A Foiled Escape. 


Long before he met the seven 
army officers Commander Cochrane 
hag escaped from Afion Kara Hissar 
camp. He had trekked alone 2050 
miles to the Dardanelles. He had 
bluffed his way, starving, into a na- 
tive Village to buy food. He 
‘been given up to a squad of Turkish 

endarmes by the villagers, and had 

een condemned to pay for the trou- 
ble he had caused with a week in a 
common Turkish jail at Angora. He 
eabin aft. He had heard somebody 
coughing on the barge. . 
Capturing the Tug. 

He took them silently alongside 
the tug. Cochrane and two others 
boarded the tug and cut the towing 
ithe. They crept forward, intending 
to s out the anchor chain and 
lose the anchor, but when they had 
passed out six fathoms of it, with- 
occupants of the 
“little cabin on the barge, they found 
six more fathoms below. and gave 
it up. They had to heave up the 
anchor by hand, which is not an 

easy job for a strong man, but they 
did it, and so silently that nobody 
stirred on the barge. 

With the anchor aboard and a 
towing line from the dinghy secured, 
Cochrane and his two men returned 
to the dinghy. and the sight of them 
put what strength they had left into

Om For Freedom! 
At 6-o’clock Cochrane got his en- 


to sea at seven knots an ho 

Cochrane knew the general directf/on 
of Cyprus, but he had no c ts 
aboard and nothing else by which to 
navigate over the 120 miles of sea 
which separated them from success. 


The tug kept up its seven knots 
all morning. The sea came up and 
Cochrane, who handled the helm 
himself, saw his seven.army officers 
from Kut one by one become help- 
lessly seasick. But there were hopes 
now that instead of being discov- 
ered by a German seaplane they 
might be discovered by a British 
patrol craft. 

At 1:30 p. m. the mountains of 
Cyprus, blue with distance, loomed 
above the horizon 40 miles away. 
And at 2 p. m. the oil engine beran 
to miss, and finally petered out com- 
pletely. 

Cochrane found a hot bearing, and 
they lost most of the afternoon 
waiting for it to cool. They finally 
got the engine started. In “ve mine 
utes it went dead again. With 
Grant, his head still bandaged, sit- 
ting on the clutch lever, Cochrane 
got the engine started time and 
again, only to have it go dead again. 
At 10 o’clock that night they were 
still stuck, with Cyprus looming up 
in the moonlight only 15’miles off. 

At midnight Cochrane discovered 
that his feed-pipe attached to the 
paraffin tank on the starboard side 
was not feeding his engine, and he 
ranged his seven seasick army offi- 
cers on the starboard rail in order 
,to weight the boat down and cause 
the paraffin to flow, after which 
they reached the coast in two hours. 
They stopped amd let go a Very 
light. But no answer came. 


Reaching Cyprus. 


Oochrane concluded then that his 
course had taken him too far to the 
west, and he ran up the ceast unti! 
dawn, when he anchored in a wide 
bay, lifted up his nose and declared 
that there were cows and fresh milk 
in tthe vicinity. 

Shortly after dawn the Cypriots 
began flocking down to.the beach to 
see them. Cochrane attempted to 
ask for a. British officer by waving 
his arm to them, but he was finally 
compelled to swim inshore, clad only 
in a ragged shirt. He reached a 
depth of three feet and then out of 
modesty, sat down. in the water and 
asked for a policeman. 

The rest was easy. A Greek 
monastery near by quickly sent 
them a basket of eggs and pome- 
granates. At 8 o’clock the Cypritets 
hauled the tug inshore and tied it 
up to a little jetty. And an hour 
later the eight scrawny ragamuffins 
had discovered that the Germans 
were not in Paris after all, and that 
an army service corps truck was on 
its way to take them to the Royal 
Scots mess at Famagusta. .

his “week” was up. 
The navy man and the seven pris- 
oners from Kut met at Yozgad camp 
on April 10, 1918. Yozgad lies 4,50v 


feet high amid the rugged moun- 
tains of Anatolia. It is seven days 


fron the nearest railroad station. 
Before the war its population was 
20,000. Last year its population 
numbered 4,000, and its streets were 
9 dei with the blood of Armen- 
ans. 

Fixing their time by the amount 
of preparatory work necessary and 
by the state of the moon, the eight 
set August 7 as their date of escape. 
By that time their combined wealth 
was $80 in Turkish gold, $1,200 in 
Turkish paper and $4 in Turkish 
Silver. They had a forty-year-oid 
French map sold them by a Greek, 
dentist for $25; a paper certifying ‘ 
them to be German surveyors, bear- 
ing a forged signature of Enver 
Pasha, Turkish war minister; an ex- 
temporized sun compass, a star chart 
and two hundredweight of assorted 
provisions. Two hours after they 
had tunneled through the kitchen 
wall of ¥Yozgad camp and found each 
other in a weoded ravine at mid- 
night by means of cigarette flashes, 
Cochrane found a nete which had 
been slipped into his pocket by his 
orderly: ‘“‘Good-bye and good luck, 
sir.—B.” He has that note yet. 


Journey to Coast. 


What happened to’ the eight of 
them in their 450-mile trek to ths 
coast is a story which stirred Eng- 
land when Blackwood’s Magazine 
published it. On August 12 they 
were discovered hiding at dawn in 
@ cave by two Turkish shepherds, 
who were finally.bougnt as guides 
with $400 in Turkish paper. On Au- 
gust 14 their “guides” guided them 
to a squad of Turkish gendarmerie, 
who arrested them as escaped rail- 
way laborers. They had no sooner 
been arested than one of thei> 
“zuides”’ attempted to brain Captain 
R, A. P. Grant, one of the seven from 
Kut. with a club. He world have 
succeeded if the club had not splin- 
tered. The effect of his injury, how- 
ever, was such that Grant spent 
two months in a Cyprus hospital. 
Throughout the rest of the trek he 
never recovered. And he was the 
only one of the eight who spoke 
Turkish. Py 

The Turkish gendarmerie were 
finally bought for $400 more in 
Turkish money. The two shepherds 
were arrested, and the eight, now

They decided to risk 
sending Grant info a nearby village 
for food. It was the sort of risk 
which had ended Cochrane’s previ- 
ous escape. It was an anxious day 


for Cochrane. 


The five waited in a wood-con- 
cealed cave on a rocky hillside, 
while Grant, with his head band- 
aged, took two others and went into 
the village. They all contributed 
toward Grant’s “uniform” as a Ger- 
man officer. The two with him were | 
“German soldiers.” 


, 

Grant and his two men found a 
Turkish soldier lolling before the 
headman’s house in the village. 

“Are you German?” the _ soldier 
asked in Turkish. 

“Yes,” said Grant. : 

The soldiers immediately released 
a fTood of the most fluent German. 
Grant knew three words of German 
—f‘verboten,” “schwein - fleisch,” 
“bier,” and no more. 

With the provisions bought from 
the headman of the village, the 
eight pressed on toward the Taurus 
mountains, whose blue peaks lifted 
their snowy summits beyond the 
desert. Beyond the Taurus, they 
knew, lay the sea. 

Grant collapsed in the Taurus, 55 
miles from the coast. He begged 
the rest of the party to leave him 
behind. He was so done up that his 
legs would no longer hold him up. 

They carried#him down the pre- 
cipitous passes of the Taurus for 
four days. By that time three oth- 
ers were done for. The remaining 
four made beds of fodder in a de- 
serted stone house in the mountains 
and two of them pressed on to reaca 
the sea. 

An hour after they hadleft they 
returned. They had seen the sea, 
a silvery expanse in which sky and 
sea were blended into one sheen by 
the August sun. , 

That was on August 28. On Sep- 
tember 6 the eight of them had 
managed to descend the mountains, 
and for the first time in two years 
they stood in a ravine overlooking 
the beach, with the sound of the 
waves in their ears and the smell 
of the seaweed in their nostrils. 

They had planned to seize what- 
ever craft they could find, but there 
was no craft in sight, and their con- 
dition was such that to trek up and 
down the coast, looking for a craft, 
was out of the question. By day 
they lay at the mouth of, their 
ravine, waiting for a Turkish motor 
truck to discover them. By night 
those who were able scouted for 
such roots as were edible. Thejt long 
trek of 350 miles to the coast had 
been a failure. 

Saved by Tug Boat. 

On the night of September 8 Coch- 
rane, looking for food, saw a Turk- 
ish tug, towing a barge and a 
dinghy, anchor in a small creek a 
half mile from their ravine. 

He returned to their ravine. It 
was about 9 o’clock, and the moon 
was high. 

The eight of them agreed to move 
to the bank of the creek. Cochrane, 
they planned, was to swim off to the 
tug, and ke an effort to bribe the 
Turkish bfficer in charge to trans- 
port the eight of them to Cyprus. 
If this failed, as_it presumably 
would, their great adventure would 
end in whatever punishment. the 
Turks passed upon them. 

A half-hour after Cochrane had 
left them seated upon the creek 
bank the dinghy approached as si- 
lently as it could. In it was Coch- 
rane alone. He whispered to them 
to pass him their kit. The seven of 
them followed their kit into the 
dinghy.

Health of Argentina 


Impresses Americans 


(The Pablic Ledger 
Service—Copyright, 1919.) 

Buenos Aires, Argentina, Novem- 
ber 4.—Most Americans visiting Ar- 
gentina for the first time are im- 
pressed, first of all, by the health 
and energy and -general bigness of 
the people. And also by their— 
whiteness! For a negro is decidedly 
rare in both Argentina and neigh- 
boring Uruguay. The only negro 
I have seen. during the first week 
is a gigantic porter, in go. geous red 
uniform, on the sidewalk in front of 
the hotel. He is from Martinique, 
andinhis queer French insists that 
Martinique is not an island, but a 
big country. 

The Yankee should quickly feel at 


home among Argentians and Uru- 
guyans, because they are very much 
like ourselves in many ‘ays, tem- 
permanentally and in usiness. The 
New Y¥ ‘k executive meeting the 
average Buenos Aires executive will 
find that the latter knows several 
times as much as himself about 
trading and banking, because he 
does business in half a dozen cuf- 


rencies and two or thres languages. 
The Philadelphian will find him per- 
meated with the British co...erva- 
tism which the Quaker City has in- 
heri:cd *nd may be astonished to 
hear that Buenos Aires, far from 
being a mushroom town, was found- 
ed 100 years before Philadelphia. 
The Bostonian - ‘lt find him book- 
ish and musical. The middle west- 
erner will find that his thoughts 
run to identical interests—grain, 
cattle and farming generally, with 
projects for the development of oil 
wells. mines. towns, railroads and 
highways. And no Californian ever 
was as good a booster as the aver- 
Argentino. When the latter 
‘ ys, “I am an Argentino!” he says 
it with his whole body, drawing 
himself up proudly and putting his 
soul into the declaration. One fine 
moonlight night on the ship an 
Argentino suddenly stopped chat- 
ting and pointed excited to the sky: 


“There is*the map of the Argen- 
tine,” he exclaimed, pointing to a 
mass of clouds; “See! There is La 
Plata and the ‘irana and the Chaco 
and even Uatagonia and Tierra del 
Fuego.” 

The Argentino is a Latin, but far 
more French than Sparish. He has 
a Latin courtesy and formality,-but 
also a streak of frankness that 
makes him different from Latin 
Americans n@éarer home, with whom 
we are apt to be better acquainted.

“Every physiologist who, to the 
best of his ability, marks out the 
seat of mind and traces the various 
communications of the senses with 
the cerebro-spinal centre, knows at 
every moment that when he has 
completed his exposition he will 
have thrown no light on the mental 
faculties themselves, nor have fol- 
lowed them a single step into the 
fields they work in.” And further: 
If credulity stifles the mind scep- 
ticism ‘is a’ kind of crai..,»: nor can 
there be much doubt that it is felt 


by many who boast of it as a high 
sort of freedom.” 

The mystic interpretation of a 
dream of floating in the air is that 
it is a favorable omen, unless you 
suddenly lose your bouyancy: in 
which case there is unexpected 
trouble ahead of you.

Care of the Feet

Miss A. K. wrote me a short time 
ago and asked full directions for the 
feet—keeping them dry, soft, remov- 
ing collections of waste under the 
nails and preventing foot odor. 
These questiong all involvé the gen- 
eral care of tne foot, making heal- 
thy and consequ_ntly beautiful. 

By dry, I presume my‘ correspond- 
ent means preventing perspiration. 
Eventually such a condition leads 
to a noticeable odor, so Il can answer 
her first and last question together. 

Have two pairs of shoes for daily 
wear, and wear them on alternate 
days, letting the pair not in use air 
thoroughly. Never wear new 
stockings until they have been 
washed and wear fresh stockings 
daily. Pour a iittle boric acid pow- 
der into the shoes every time you 
put them on—this is a mild antisep- 
tic. Wash the feet daily, rinsing 
them in water to which a littie boric 
acid powder has been added. Once 
a week, at least, rub the feet thor- 
oughly with cold cream or olive oil. 

The feet will not form callouses 
Or corng or other hard growths if 
the shoes fit perfectly. When such 
growths appear, soak the feet and 
file down with a corn file, then rub 
the spot with cold cream. 

Once a week, clip and file the toe 
nails, and with an orange wood 
stick, take out the dirt and waste 
that collects under the nail. Keen 
the nails cut straight across, those 
on the large toes cut in a little in 
the center, to prevent ingrowin.; 
nails. 

Not a difficult treatment—but it 
means healthy and beautiful feet— 
unless something is radically wrong. 
In that case it is always best to se 
a good physician.

380, when committees from _ the 
United States and England will be 
received at the University of Ley- 
den. Addresses commemorative of 
the occasion wil be delivered by 
scholars from the three countries, 
incluing the rector of the universi- 
ty, Dr. Rendell Harris, of Manches- 
ter, England; Viscount Bryce and a 
famous American who has not yet 
been designated. 

The next day, August 21, the 
birthday of the queen of The Neth- 
erlands, will include, beside a con- 
gress in the town hall, a réligious 
ymemorial service in he Pieterskirk, 
in which the Rev. John Robinson 
who led the separationists from the 
Church of England (the Pilgrims) 
to Holland in 1609, was buried. 

One of the features of the holiday 
at Amsterdam on September 1, will 
be a meeting in the Riksmuseum, 
the unveiling of a memorial win- 
dow in the Bagijnekerk nda re- 
ception. The next day there will be 
an aguatic pageant in Rotterdam, 
the visitors traveling in the morn- 
ing from Leyden to Delftshaven, if 
possible, by boat along the way 
the Pilgrims went. Then there will 
be trips to the religious havens of 
Rotterdam, a memorial service in 
the church at Delftshaven and, at 
7 p.m. the English and American 
contingents will depart for South- 
ampton. 

The celebration in England will 
start in May. 1920. with meetings 
in Scrooby, the home of Robinson: 
Austerfield, Boston and Sheffield. 
From August 4 to September 20, 
there willl be ceremonies in Cam- 
bridge, London, Southampton and 
other places, culminating in the 
sailing of the new Mayflower, 
which will carry the _ returning 
American committee and British 
and Dutch delegations who are to 
participate in the program on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

Main events in the American 
celebration will be in Plymouth. 
Mass., and Boston, where historical 
pageants will be held, followed by 
a big reception in New York. Vice 
President Marshall is honorary 
chairman of thecommittee having 
the local program in charge, The 
foreign visitors.will then be taken

TARES OVER TIOSPITAL 


Naval Hospital at Vladivos- 
tok in American Hands 
Since British Evacuation.

Washington, December 24.—Mail 
advices trom Vladivostok to -the 
American Red Cross today state 
that the Red Cross has taken over 
the big naval hospital at that place 
recently evacuated by the British, 
and will conduct it as an American 
Red Cross military hospital for the 
care of wounded soldiers. 

More than 200 patients, who reach- 
ed Viadivostok from the far west- 
ern front in October, have been 
taken into the hospital, having been 
cared for in the hospital cars dur- 
ing the interim. The number of 
available beds will shortly be in- 
creased to 300 in an endeavor ade- 
quately to care for the wounded 
men, who have traveled more than 
4.000 miles from the front. In order 
to give proper and undivided at- 
tention to the care of the wounded, 
the Re’ Cross has closed its civil- 
jan hospital and clinic in Viadivos- 
tok an Gtransterres . onal “peers 
staff to the military hospita!. 

Eight girls from the Red Cross 
Petrograd children’s colony, located 
on Russian island, have been 
brought to Viadivostok to enter the 
military hospital for training as 
nurse’s aids. Like other Petrograd 
children who have been sent to the 
Urals the girls were cut off from 
their sources of incomes and sup- 
port by the bolshevists two years 
ago and were formed by the Red 
Cross into a colony at Irbit, from 
which they were driven last sum- 
mer by the rapid advance of the red 
army They are being trained by 
the Red Cross not only to supply 
them with a useful profession, but 
as a part of the Red Cross plan of 
arranging to turn over the adminis- 
tration of relief to competent native 
doctors and nurses at the earliest 
possible moment. ‘

New York, December 24.—The ex- 
treme dullness of today’s stock mar- 
ket transactions falling to the 
smallest total of any full session 
since mid-summer, reflected the de- 
tached attitude of traders and the 
public at this period of the year.

Treasury Planning 
Of War Savings Stamps 


To Make Large Sales 


Washington, December 24.—Plans 
were announced today by the treas- 
ury for promoting an even larger 
sale of war savings securities in 
1920 than was possible this year, 
owing to the post-war reaction. 
Sales have shown a steady increase 
in recent months, giving officials 
confidence that the movement to en- 
courage thrift among small inves- 
tors wil] have permanent results. 


Since these securities were first of- 
fered two years ago a total of $1,- 
128,420,731 has been purchased, a 
great part of which has been in 
thrift stamps which cost only a 
quarter each. 

The 1920 securities will be sub- 
Stantially the same in terms and 
conditions as those of the 1919 is- 
sue, but some alterations have been 
made in the forms. A change has 
also been made in the termsof the 
1920 treasury savings certificates as 
compared with tse 1919 issue, in 
that the 1920 certificates are re- 
deemable at the treasury, beginning 
with the second calendar month aft- 
er the month of purchase, with it 
the ten days’ demand required by 
the terms of the 1919 treasury sav- 
ings certificates. Postoffices are not 
required, however, to maye payment 
of war savings certificates until ten 
days after receiving written demand 
for payment. 

Holders of one or moré.war sav- 
ings certificates of the 1918 or 1919 
issue may exchange the certificates 
for the same maturitv value of 
treasury savings certificates of the 
corresponding issue. In the matter 
of ownership, the regulations pro- 
vide in effect that the treasury sav- 
ings certificates taken in exchange 
mav be made out in favor of new 
and different owners, if the owners 
of the war savings certificates so 


request. \
